Justice  officials 
meet  with  Oaks 


BYU  President  Dallin  H.  Oaks  and  Drew  S.  Days  HI, 
assistant  attorney  general  in  the  civil  rights  division  of 
the  U.S.  Justice  Department,  released  the  following  joint 
statement  Wednesday  at  5  p.m. 

“Officials  of  Brigham  Young  University  and  the 
Department  of  Justice  met  in  Provo  on  April  5  to  discuss 
the  prospects  of  resolving  a  proposed  federal  lawsuit 
alleging  violations  of  the  Fair  Housing  Act  of  1968,  with 
respect  to  off-campus  housing. 

“As  a  consequence  of  this  meeting,  the  parties  are  op¬ 
timistic  that  further  discussion  will  result  in  a  mutually 
satisfactory  resolution  of  this  dispute.  The  Department 
of  Justice  has  indicated  its  intent  to  not  take  any  further 
legal  action  pending  the  outcome  of  these  talks.” 

Paul  Richards,  director  of  BYU  public  communica¬ 
tions,  said  Days  was  to  return  to  Washington,  D.C., 
Wednesday  night.  He  did  not  know  if  another  meeting 
was  scheduled. 


SS  tax  cut  considered 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  House  Democrats  voted  Wednes¬ 
day  to  reduce  Social  Security  tax  hikes  that  go  into  effect  next 
year  and  to  use  income  tax  revenues  to  save  the  retirement 
system  from  bankruptcy. 

The  150-to-57  vote  by  the  caucus  is  not  binding  on  the 
regular  legislative  committees.  But  it  puts  pressure  on  the 
Democrats  who  control  and  dominate  those  committees  to 
push  for  the  changes.  Democrats  control  the  House  by  a  2-to-l 
margin. 

Congress  last  year  voted  Social  Security  tax  increases  to  br¬ 
ing  in  an  additional  $227  billion  over  the  10  years  beginning  in 
1979.  The  increases,  aimed  at  keeping  the  system  financially 
solvent,  would  be  particularly  high  for  employees  in  the  upper 
earnings  brackets  arid  for  their  employers. 

The  caucus  vote  came  one  day  after  the  House  budget  com¬ 
mittee  voted  to  make  room  in  its  tentative  financial  plan  for 
the  year  beginning  Oct.  1  for  a  $7.5  billion  cut  in  Social 
Security  taxes. 

The  resolution  adopted  by  the  Democratic  caucus  does  not 
specify  any  dollar  amounts  but  does  put  Democrats  on  record 


as  favoring  “the  use  of  general  revenue  funds  to  finance  a  por¬ 
tion  of  the  Social  Security  payroll  taxes.” 

The  caucus  resolution  calls  on  Democratic  members  of  the 
House  Ways  and  Means  Committee  to  prepare  legislation  as 
soon  as  possible.  This  legislation  would  determine  how  much 
reduction  in  Social  Security  taxes  would  be  made  and  how 
much  general  treasury  revenues  would  be  shifted  to  pay  Social 
Security  costs. 

Despite  the  caucus  action,  any  change  likely  faces  opposition 
from  several  sources.

A  BYU  coed  was  assaulted  in  the  women’s  restroom  on  the 
second  floor  of  the  Richards  Building  Wednesday  morning  at 
6:30, 

According  to  Capt.  Wesley  Sherwood  of  BYU 
Security/Police,  the  incident  was  “close  to  attempted  rape.” 

The  coed  and  a  friend  reported  they  saw  a  man,  now  a 
suspect  in  the  case,  while  walking  together  in  the  PE  building 
and  thought  he  looked  suspicious. 

After  the  two  separated,  the  victim,  while  walking  down  the 
hall  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Richards  Building,  was  grabbed 
by  a  man  who  forced  her  into  a  nearby  women’s  restroom  where 
he  straggled  with  her  for  about  five  minutes,  Sherwood  said. 

Screaming  and  fighting,  the  coed  managed  to  scare  off  her 
attacker  without  being  seriously  injured. 

From  the  description  of  the  attacker  given  to  Security,  it  was 
theorized  that  he  may  be  a  student  who  recently  entered  the 

BYU  professor 
seeks  House  seat 

Citing  Democratic  Congressman  Gunn  McKay’s  voting 
record  as  a  campaign  issue,  Jed  Richardson  Wednesday  an¬ 
nounced  his  candidacy  for  the  Republican  nomination  to 
Utah’s  first  congressional  district. 

Richardson,  BYU  associate  professor  of  communications, 
became  the  second  man  to  seek  the  Republican  party’s  nod  in 
hopes  of  unseating  the  incumbent  McKay.  Airline  pilot  Joe 
Ferguson  of  American  Fork  has  already  announced  his  can¬ 
didacy. 

In  his  formal  announcement  speech  at  a  local  hotel, 
Richardson  said  during  the  month  of  October,  1977,  alone, 
McKay  voted  for  three  bills  whose  impact  will  be 
“devastating.” 

“McKay. said  yes  to  higher  inflation  and  a  higher  national 
debt.  I  have  no  doubt  as  to  how  you  would  have  voted  and  I 
know  how  Richarson  would  have  voted.  I  would  have  added  my 
voice  to  the  minority  in  the  House  who  said  ‘No,’  ”  Richardson 
said. 

He  said  McKay  also  voted  yes  on  “an  obscene  and  immoral” 
foreign  aid  bill.  “This  bill  cuts  aid  to  such  countries  as  Brazil, 
Guatemala  and  the  Phillipines  while  supporting  the  Ugandan 
butcher  Idi  Amin  and  other  communistic  governments.  I  would 
have  voted  no.” 

In  his  third  reference  to  McKay’s  voting  record,  Richardson 
said,  “McKay  said  yes  to  a  big  labor-sponsored  bill  to  raise  the 
minimum  wage,”  Richardson  said  the  passage  of  this  bill 
would  increase  unemployment  by  forcing  businesses  to  hire 
fewer  people  at  the  higher  wage.  “We  will  eventually  pay  for 
the  wage  increase  as  businessmen  pass  those  costs  on  to  us  in 
the  form  of  higher  prices  on  a  loaf  of  bread  or  children’s  shoes.” 

Speaking  of  these  three  specific  instances,  Richardson  said, 
“These  votes  are  not  atypical  of  McKay’s  voting  record.  I 
respect  McKay.  He  is  a  good,  honest  man,  but  too  often  he 
votes  with  liberal  bosses  and  ignores  his  constituents.” 

Richardson  admitted  McKay  had  “seniority  and  prestige,” 
but  questioned  whether  he  had  used  his  position  to  benefit  his 
constituents.  “When  has  McKay  brought  any  monetary  help  to 
Utah  that  wouldn’t  have  come  through  normal  appropriations? 

I  think  it’s  time  to  elect  a  man  who  will  use  as  much  influence 
on  the  CUP  as  on  the  appointment  of  Federal  judges.” 

Hatch  Amendment 
defeated  by  House 

An  amendment  that  would  allow  the  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  to  vote  on  the  Panama  Canal  Treaties  was  defeated 
Wednesday. 

The  Hatch  Amendment,  sponsored  by  Sen.  Orrin  Hatch,  R- 
Utah,  failed  passage  by  a  vote  of  37-58. 

Supported  by  235  representatives  in  the  House,  the  amend¬ 
ment  was  designed  to  keep  the  Carter  Administration  within 
the  boundaries  set  by  the  constitution  concerning  the  disposi¬ 
tion  of  U.S.  property,  Hatch  said. 

“This  vote  indicates  that  the  leadership  of  the  Senate  does 
not  have  the  two-thirds  majority  it  needs  to  ratify  this  treaty,” 
Hatch  said. 

The  amendment  read,  “It  is  expressly  provided  that  this 
treaty  shall,  in  no  event,  enter  into  force  until  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  (both  houses),  in  accordance  with  the  provi¬ 
sion  of  Article  IV,  section  3,  clause  2  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  shall  have  disposed  of.  .  .the 
property  of  the  U.S.  ...” 

Hatch  said,  the  defeat  “confirms  our  belief  that  there  is 
serious  doubt  that  the  second  Panama  Canal  Treaty  can  and 
will  be  approved  by  the  Senate.” 

“This  vote  indicates,”  he  said,  “that  over  a  third  of  my 
colleagues  in  the  Senate  have  recognized  the  serious  con¬ 
stitutional  question  that  exists  in  the  failure  of  the  administra- 


uniyersity.  “Of  course,  we  have  no  way  of  knowing  until  he  is 
apprehended,”  Sherwood  said. 

The  alleged  attacker  was  described  as  fair-complexioned,  ap¬ 
proximately  6-0,  165-175  pounds,  with  short  blond  hair,  a 
medium  build  and  a  slightly  full  face. 

“It’s  unusual  that  something  like  this  would  happen  inside  a 
building,”  Sherwood  commented,  “but  many  times,  early  mor¬ 
nings  or  late  evenings  leaves  many  of  the  buildings  around 
campus  with  very  few  people  in  them,  thus  creating  a  situation 
for  something  like  this  to  take  place,  and  for  that  reason  women 
should  be  more  cautious  during  those  times.” 

Most  assaults  take  place  out-of-doors,  he  said,  especially 
when  weather  conditions  improve,  making  it  possible  for  the 
attacker  to  isolate  his  victim  and  escape  easily. 

“Past  experience  shows  that  only  a  small  number  of  em¬ 
barrassing  incidents  are  reported.  If  all  situations  like  this  were 
reported,  the  accumulation  of  evidence  and  facts  would 
provide  us  with  a  great  deal  of  information  and  help  solve  these 
types  of  crimes  more  quickly  and  hopefully  prevent  similar 
situations  from  happening. 

“I  would  also  like  to  point  out  thjit  Security  employs  a 
woman  officer  who  will  aid  in  sensitive  matters  which  might  be 
more/ difficult  to  discuss  with  male  officers  on  the  force,” 
Sherwood  said, 

He  encouraged  all  students  to  report  any  loiterers  or  in¬ 
dividuals  engaged  in  suspicious  actioris. 


Carter  outlines 
' get-tough '  policy 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President  Carter,  beset  by  a  falling 
dollar  rising  prices  and  large  oil  imports,  is  drafting  what  is 
described  as  a  new,  get-tough  approach  to  controlling  inflation. 

He  told  congressional  leaders  at  a  breakfast  meeting  Wed¬ 
nesday  he  will  take  a  large  personal  role  in  lobbying  for  his 
energy  bill,  which  he  said  is  crucial  to  controlling  oil  imports 
and  inflation. 

He  expressed  what  was  described  as  “hostility”  to  the  multi- 
billion-dollar  farm  subsidy  bill  being  considered  by  Congress, 
which  he  considers  inflationary.  White  House  spokesman  Jody 
Powell  said  Carter  considers  the  bill  “unacceptable.” 

Powell  said  inflation  control  proposals  have  been  “the  major 
focus  of  activity”  in  the  White  House  since  the  president  retur¬ 
ned  from  a  four-nation  trip  to  South  America  and  Africa  Mon¬ 
day  night.. 

He  said  Carter  will  deliver  a  speech  sometime  next  week 
about  “inflation,  the  dollar  and  energy.” 

Powell  said  the  president  probably  has  not  yet  decided  on  all 
details  of  his  anti-inflation  program.  One  of  the  things  under 
consideration  is  a  proposal  to  hold  down  the  size  of  this  year’s 
annual  federal  pay  increase. 

House  Democratic  leader  James  Wright  said  after  the 
breakfast  meeting  the  president’s  program  will  include  tougher 
anti-mflation  measures  than  any  previously  taken  by  the  ad¬ 
ministration. 

At  lunch,  Carter  met  with  top-level  economic  officials 
Charles  Schultze,  chairman  of  the  Council  of  Economic  Ad¬ 
visers;  William  Miller,  chairman  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Board; 
Treasury  Secretary  Michael  Blumenthal  and  Vice  President 
Walter  Mondale. 

Wright  described  Carter  as  beirig  extremely  concerned  about 
the  inflation  rate  which  is'  officially  projected  tq  be  from  6  per¬ 
cent  to  6.5  percent  this  year.  Some  administration  officials 
privately  concede  it  could  end  up  closer  to  7  percent.

$180  guitar  taken  from  the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center 
and  a  bicycle  stolen  which  had  been  left  unlocked  at 
one  of  the  bike  racks  on  campus.  This  doesn’t  in¬ 
clude  many  items  that  are  never  reported,”  Kelshaw 
said.

If  you  ask  for  a  breaker  on  chan¬ 
nel  nine,  the  “good  buddy”  you  talk 
to  may  be  a  “Smokey  with  ears. 

Starting  this  spring,  the  Utah 
Highway  Patrol  will  be  monitoring 
channel  nine  on  the  CB  radio,  said 
Director  Bill  Hurley  of  the  Utah 
Department  of  Transportation. 
Channel  nine  is  reserved  by  the 
FCC  for  request  of  emergency 
assistance  and  motorist  aid. 

The  1978  session  of  the  Utah 


Legislature  appropriated  approx¬ 
imately  $32,000  to  the  Utah 
Highway  Patrol  for  the  purchase  of 
CB  equip 


equipment. 

This  will  make  Utah  the  third 
state  in  the  nation  to  be  accepted 
into  the  National  Emergency  Air 
Radio  Plan. 


With  the  appropriated  funds, 
he  Highway  Patrol  will 


Hurley  said  the  Highway  Patrol  win 
install  CB  radios  in  all  vehicles  and 
monitors  in  all  14  of  the  24-hour 
Port  of  Entry  stations  and  com¬ 
munication  centers. 


Hurley  said  other  Utah  law  enfor- 
cement  agencies  may  receive 
Federal  Highway  Safety  grants  for 
the  same  program. 

Hurley  said  he  felt  NEAR  will 


significantly  shorten  officer 
response  time  to  emergencies. 

In  1976  the  Utah  Highway  Patrol 
officially  authorized  full  use  of  CB 
equipment  by  troopers. 

After  authorization  of  CB  radio 
use.  Hurley  said  many  troopers  had 
radios  installed  in  their  vehicles  at 
their  own  expense.  He  said  there 
was  an  immediate  effect  on 
response  to  emergencies  and 
troopers  were  able  more  effectively 
to  aid  the  motorists. 

Hurley  said  certain  officers  will 
be  appointed  in  all  areas  of  the  state 
to  begin  contacting  clubs  that 
monitor  Channel  9.  The  officers  will 
encourage  their  help  and  participa¬ 
tion  in  order  to  make  the  NEAR 
plan  more  effective. 

Utah  Department  of  Transporta¬ 
tion  was  awarded  two  federal  incen¬ 
tive  grants  last  year  from  the 
Federal  Department  of  Transporta¬ 
tion  for  “significant  reduction  of 
highway  fatalities  the  previous 
year,”  Hurley  said. 

With  the  initiation  of  the  NEAR 
plan,  the  safety  commission  hopes 
to  reduce  last  year’s  fatality  rate 
that  was  the  second  highest  on 
record  in  Utah.

Office  complex  to  be  built  in  Orem 


A  modern  $2  million 
office  building  will  be 
added  to  the  Orem 
business  district  this 
summer  by  Sunwest  II 
Development  Corpora¬ 
tion,  currently  based  in 
Pleasant  Grove. 

The  five-story  office 
complex  will  be  the 
tallest  in  Orem  and  will 
be  built  on  the  corner  of 
800  East  1300  South, 
Harold  Paulos,  of 
Sunwest  II,  said. 

“We  hope  to  have 
financially-oriented  . 
firms  in  the  building,” 
Paulos  said.  An  in¬ 
surance  agency,  attor¬ 
ney,  loan  company  and 
an  architect  have 
already  agreed  to  locate 
in  the  building. 

Sunwest  II  is  not 


financing  the  building, 
but  overseeing  the 
preliminary  plans  and 
leasing  of  the  offices. 
Paulos  explained,  “We 
wanted  a  better  office  for 
our  firm  and  decided  to 
build  the  office  building. 
When  it’s  done  we  will 
be  like  any  other  te¬ 
nant.” 

Financing  is  being 
handled  by  Security 
National  Investment,  a 


Salt  Lake  City  firm,  who 
will  be  the  owner  and 
operator  of  the  building 
when  it  is  completed,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Paulos. 

The  groundbreaking 
date  could  not  be  dis¬ 
closed  because  a  high 
percentage  of  the  offices 
need  to  be  leased  before 
construction  begins. 
“We’re  almost  there 
now,”  Paulos  said.  “It 
will  probably  be  into 


June  before  we  break 
ground  and  we  hope  to 
have  it  completed  by  the 
end  of  November.” 

The  architect’s  design 
is  expected  to  make  the 
building  distinctive. 
“The  concrete  will  be 
tinted  to  a  warm  earth 
tone  instead  of  left  the 
natural  gray,”  Paul 
Bowen,  architect,  said. 
“It  will  be  somewhere 
around  a  pale  red  earth 


tone.  The  glass  will  be 
bronze  and  we’re  allow¬ 
ing  for  landscaping  on 
the  terrace  to  give  a 
sense  of  greenery  all  year 
round.” 

Governmental  ap¬ 
proval  has  been  given  for 
the  offices,  Paulos  noted. 
“It’s  going  to  be  a  really 
beautiful  building,”  he 
said.

Utah  County  Surveyor 
L.D.  “Vern”  Green  an¬ 
nounced  Tuesday  he  will 
not  be  a  candidate  for  re- 
election. 

Green  has  served  as 
county  surveyor  for  28 
years.  He  began  in  1942 
and  has  run  in  seven 
elections  since  that  time. 

When  he  first  began 
his  work  for  the  county, 
he  constituted  the  whole 
department,  Green 
recalled.  He  now  has  10 
people  engaged  in  im¬ 
proving  the  county’s  sur¬ 
vey  system.  The  survey 
system  is  his  “proudest 
accomplishment,”  he 
said. 

Much  of  Green’s  work 
with  the  county  commis- 
sion  has  involved 
engineering,  property  ac- 
quistion,  road  work, 
space  allocation  in  the 
county  building  and  the 
reorganization  of  elec¬ 
tion  districts. 

Green  has  served  on 
several  boards  and  com¬ 
mittees  of  the  Utah 
Association  of  Counties, 
the  National  Association 
of  Counties  and  the 
National  Association  of 
County  Engineers. 

Green  was  named  first 
“Man  of  the  Year”  by

The  goal  of  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Utah  Humane 
Society  is  to  raise 
enough  money  for  a  spay 
and  neuter  program, 
Mrs.  Maloney  said.  “We 
would  rather  prevent 
animals  from  being  born 
than  to  have  them  killed 
after  they  are  born.” 

Ideally,  the  plan  is  to 
have  the  animal  “taken 
to  a  local  veterinarian 
where  the  pet  will  be 
spayed  or  neutered.

Cancer  crusade  seeks  support 


“Reducing  Test  Anxiety  Through 
Relaxation,”  is  the  topic  of  a  panel 
discussion  to  be  held  Wednesday  at 
noon  in  the  Little  Theater,  321 
ELWC. 

The  discussion  is  sponsored  by 
the  BYU  Counseling  Service,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Dr.  Jonathan  Cham¬ 
berlain,  a  counselor  on  the  staff. 

The  scheduled  panelists  and 
demonstrators  are  Richard  A. 

'  Heaps,  a  psychologist  in  the  Per¬ 
sonal  and  Career  Services  Center; 
Wayne  R.  Herlin,  coordinator  of 
study  skills  at  the  Learning  Services 
Center,  HBLL;  and  Chamberlain, 
who  will  act  as  panel  moderator  and 
coordinator  for  the  discussion. 

Chamberlain  said,  “Some  help 
will  be  provided  for  students  to  help 
themselves  increase  their  ability  to 
concentrate  and  to  recall  what  they 
have  learned. 

“Those  students  who  have  dif¬ 
ficulty  remembering  what  they 
have  learned  will  find  this  discus¬ 
sion  very  beneficial.  Those  who 
know  they  know  the  material  and 
bomb  out  at  the  last  will  find  this 
most  helpful.” 

Chamberlain  said  the  brain  and 
eyes  were  created  to  work  har¬ 


moniously  in  the  learning  process 
and  “when  we  allow  them  to  do 
their  thing  they  work  beautifully  for 
us.  But  when  we  let  fears,  tensions 
and  anxieties  get  in  the  way  we  keep 
them  from  functioning  at  their 
best.” 

“Relaxation  methods  can  be  lear¬ 
ned  quickly  to  help  us  relieve  these 
inhibiting  and  debilitating  tensions 
so  that  we  can  remember  more 
clearly  that  which  we  have  paid  at¬ 
tention  to.” 

In  the  past  the  Counseling 
Department  has  covered  one  topic  a 
month.  Some  of  the  topics  covered 
were  “Using  the  Scriptures  in  Per¬ 
sonal  Problem  Counseling,”^  “Per¬ 
fection  or  Perfectionism,”  and 
“Treatment  of  Headaches  With 
Biofeedback.” 

Chamberlain  has  been  a  coun¬ 
selor  at  BYU  for  eight  years.  He  has 
written  articles  on  his  program, 
“Self-Defeating  Behavior,”  which 
he  has  been  teaching  at  BYU  since 
1971. 

“This  discussion  will  be  an  infor¬ 
mal  one,  a  brown  bag  affair,  and  I 
hope  all  will  take  opportunity  to 
learn  how  they  can  help  themselves 
do  better  on  tests,”  he  said. 


The  Utah  County  Crusade  for  the  American  Can¬ 
cer  Society,  which  will  run  through  April  15,  is  urg* 
ing  all  citizens  to  “participate  in  an  all-out  attack  on 
the  six  major  body  sites  of  cancer,”  according  to 
Susan  Frame,  chairwoman  of  the  crusade. 

“Everyone  can  participate  by  taking  important 
steps  to  guard  against  cancer,”  she  said. 

Mrs.  Frame  said  the  major  areas  of  cancer  are  the 
breast,  colon-rectum,  lungs,  uterus,  skin  and  oral 


Breast  cancer  is  the  leading  killer  of  American 
women,  she  said.  Practicing  breast  self-examination 
every  month  can  be  “a  giant  step  toward  early  detec¬ 
tion  and  effective  treatment.” 

Except  for  skin  cancer,  Mrs.  Frame  said,  the 
colon-rectum  area  is  most  often  cancerous.  Regular 
check-ups  are  necessary  to  detect  symptoms. 

Lung  cancer  is  the  biggest  killer  of  men  and  is 
more  easily  prevented  than  cured,  she  said. 

Mrs.  Frame  encouraged  women  to  have  regular 
Pap  tests  to  detect  signs  of  uterine  cancer.  The

Cancer  volunteers  will  continue  to  ask  for  con¬ 
tributions  to  the  ACS,  Mrs.  Frame  said,  and  pointed 
out  that  “life-saving  programs  of  research,  educa¬ 
tion  and  service  received  78.7  percent  of  each  dollar 
last  year  —  that’s  about  $99  million.” 

Public  education  received  $20.9  million  last  year, 
cancer  research  projects  $38  million  and  professional 
education  $13  million. 

“Services  to  cancer  patients  received  $15.6  million 
last  year,”  Mrs.  Frame  said,  and  community  ser¬ 
vices,  including  detection  programs,  mass  screening 


and  cancer  registries  received  $11.1  million.” 
Mrs.  Frame  said  spiraling  costs  forced 


ministrative  outlays  to  be  contained  within 
limits,  and  that  fund-raising  cost  were  kept  to  $ 
million. 

“Despite  increased  costs  of  just  about  everytl 
in  the  area  of  health  services  and  management, 
ACS  has  continued  to  mount  more  and  b< 
programs  because  of  the  dedicated  volunteers 
are  in  the  vanguard  of  efforts  to  wipe  out  canci 
our  lifetime,”  Mrs.  Frame  said. 


main  warning  signal”  is  abnormal  bleeding,  she  ad¬ 
ded. 

Skin  cancer,  one  of  the  most  common  types,  is  also 
one  of  the  most  curable,  according  to  Mrs.  Frame. 

Heavy  smoking  and  drinking  can  raise  chances  of 
oral  cancer.  A  regular  check-up  helps  detect  any 
symptoms. 

According  to  Mrs.  Frame,  the  number  of  cancer 
patients  reached  by  volunteer  programs  of  the  ACS 
has  more  than  doubled  with  hundreds  participating 
in  the  educational  and  fund-raising  crusade  in  Utah 
County. 

“The  ACS  is  making  increasing  use  of  the 
specialized  skills  of  its  volunteers  and  is  offering 
them  training  courses  to  adapt  these  skills  to  cancer 
work.” 

The  ACS  also  has  a  new  program  to  help  diagnose 
lung  cancer  and  to  help  people  quit  smoking. 

The  program,  called  Target  5,  is  designed  to 
“reduce  smoking  by  at  least  25  percent  among 
adults  and  50  percent  among  the  youth  in  the  next 
five  years,”  she  said.

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Construction  on  the  new  Deseret  Towers  donn 
and  the  McKay  Building  annex  is  on  schedule,  assis¬ 
tant  construction  engineer  A1  Nelson  said  Wednes¬ 
day. 

“We’re  very  close  to  schedule.  We’re  ahead  in 
some  things  and  behind  in  others.  We  are  happy 
with  the  progress,”  he  said. 

Construction  on  both  buildings  began  in  October, 
1977.  The  McKay  annex  is  scheduled  for  completion 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  Nelson  said.  “The  addition  to 
the  north  end  and  the  third  floor  are  still  being 
worked  on,”  he  added. 

The  annex  will  be  used  for  the  College  of  Educa¬ 
tion,  according  to  Ed  Haines  of  the  Office  of  Space 
Utilization.  “They’ve  managed  to  exist  under  rather 
adverse  conditions  for  a  long  time,”  he  said.  “We 
have  been  in  serious  trouble  for  the  College  of 
Education  for  years.” 

The  building  will  house  offices,  learning  resource 
and  media  support  centers,  laboratories,  a  graduate 
laboratory,  a  research  area  and  classrooms,  Haines 
said. 

The  Deseret  Towers  hall  is  scheduled  to  be  com¬ 
pleted  by  fall,  Nelson  said.  According  to  Delyle  Bar¬ 
ton,  BYU  director  of  housing,  the  residence  hall  will 
be  filled  in  the  fall. 

“If  the  building  is  completed  we  plan  to  move  stu¬ 
dents  in  at  the  commencement  of  fall  semester.  That 
is  generally  the  last  week  in  August,”  he  said. 

Haines  added  the  university  is  in  desperate  need 
of  housing.  “We  wouldn’t  be  building  at  these  high 
costs  if  we  weren’t.” 
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Drug  stops  'revenge' 


BOSTON  (AP)  — 
Doctors  report  that 
regular  doses  of  a 
seldom-used  antibiotic 
can  prevent  Mon¬ 
tezuma’s  Revenge,,  the 
perennial  intestinal  af¬ 
fliction  of  tourists  in  un¬ 
derdeveloped  lands. 

The  researchers  said 
,  the  drug  can  give  most 
I  against  the  unpleasant 
1  malady,  also  known  as 
Delhi  Belly,  or  simply 
traveler’s  diarrhea. 

They  predicted  the 
drug,  called  doxycycline, 


v  i  1 1  be  routinely 
prescribed  for  Americans 
who  travel  to  under¬ 
developed  parts  of  the: 
Middle  East,  South 
America,  Africa  and 
Asia.  , 

The  drug  was  tested 
on  Peace  Corps  volun-1 
teers  in  Kenya  by  doc¬ 
tors  from  Baltimore  City 
hospitals.  Their  findings 
were  published  in  Thurs¬ 
day’s  issue  of  the  New 
England  Journal  of 
Medicine. 

Doxycycline  is  a  form 
of  tetracycline. 
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all  schools  in  both  the 
PAC -Eight  and  WAC.

AUGUSTA,  Ga.  (AP) 
—  A  new  dimension  has 
been  added  to  the 
Masters  Golf  Tourna¬ 
ment  this  year. 

For  almost  two 
decades,  there  has  been 
Jack  Nicklaus,  the  man 
to  beat  at  the  Masters. 
And  there  have  been  the 
challengers,  the 
Weiskopfs,  the  Irwins, 
the  Floyds,  and  more 
recently  and  suc¬ 
cessfully,  Tom  Watson, 
who  last  year  beat 
Nicklaus  at  his  own 
game. 

But  the  new  dimen¬ 
sion  is  Severiano 
Ballesteros,  a  Spaniard, 
and  the  most  exciting 
personality  in  the  sports 
since  the  young  Arnold 
Palmer. 

“He’s  a  long,  very  long 
hitter,”  said  veteran 
Billy  Casper,  the  1970 
winner  of  the  Masters. 
“And  he’s  a  fantastic 
putter.  His  game  is 
ideally  suited  to  Augusta 
National.  He  will  win 
here.  ,  Probably  more 
than  once.” 

Ballesteros,  21, 
flagship  of  the  ‘Spanish 
Armada’  that  has 
dominated  European 
golf  for  two  years,  says  in 
improving  English:  “I 
need  more  experience.  .  . 
very  difficult  to  win  in 
the  States.’” 

He  accomplished  that 


last  week,  however,  win¬ 
ning  the  Greater 
Greensboro  Open  in  his 
first  start  in  a  regular 
PGA  Tour  event.  He 
became  the  youngest 
player  in  15  years  to  cap¬ 
ture  a  tour  title. 

Incredibly,  consider¬ 
ing  his  age,  it  was  his 
19th  worldwide  title. 
Here,  however,  he  faces 
a  field  that  includes  58 
tour-tested  American 
pros,  nine  American 
amateurs,  10  foreign 


pros  and  one  foreign 
amateur. 

CBS-TV  will  provide 
national  television 
coverage  of  portions  of 
the  final  two  rounds 
Saturday  and  Sunday. 
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“As  the  showcase  of 
golf,  we  must  take  steps 
to  correct  the  situation,” 
PGA  Tour  commissioner 
Deane  Beman  said  in  an¬ 
nouncing  the  new,  strict 
and  drastic  steps  that 
will  be  taken  to  speed  up 
play. 

“The  pace  of  play  is  of 
continuing  concern. 
Slow  play  is  a  con¬ 
siderable  detriment  to 
the  tour  and  to  the  game 
of  golf,”  he  said. 

He  said,  the  new  policy 
—  to  be  administered 
and  judged  by  officials 
carrying  stopwatches  — 
was  the  result  of  a  time- 
study  taken  at  nine  tour¬ 
naments. 

Under  the  new  rules,  a 
player  found  guilty  of 
slow  play  would  be  fined 
$200.  A  second  offense 
also  calls  for  a:  $200  fine. 
A  third  offense  carries  an 
automatic  fine  of  $1,000 
and  suspension  from 
three  tournaments. 

Beman  said  the  time 
study  analyzed  15, 000- 
strokes  in  nine  tourna¬ 
ments  and  found  that 
the  average  time  for  a 
player  to  hit  a  second  . 
shot  was  27  seconds,  30 
seconds  for  a  chip  or  trap 
shot,  38  seconds  for  a 
first  putt  and  14  seconds 
for  a  second  putt. 

Those  figures  will  be 
used  as  guidelines  —  not 
inflexible  standards

BYU’s  most  promising  competitor  is  junior  Isamu 
Maesato.  Maesato  is  rated  fourth  in  all-around  com¬ 
petition,  but  Coach  Sano  said  he  expects  him  to  take 
one  of  the  first  three  places. 

His  biggest  competitor  is  Oklahoma’s  Bart  Conner 
who  was  second  in  the  event  last  year  and  is  ranked 
first  this  year. 

Maesato  could  easily  be  named  an  All-American 
this  year  if  he  can  win  one  of  the  first  six  places  in 
each  individual  event,  a  feat  well  within  his  reach. 
Coach  Sano  said  Maesato  should  do  especially  well 
on  the  parallel  bars  and  the  high  bar  too.  “Isamu  has 
two  years  of  NCAA  experience  and  is  performing 
better  than  ever,”  said  Sano. 

Cougar  Masahiko  Kinjoh  also  will  be  a  top  Cougar 
hope  at  the  meet.  He  placed  second  in  the  WAC 
finals  on  the  high  bar,  and  Sano  said  he  expects  him 
to  take  one  of  the  first  three  places  at  NCAA.  Kinjoh 
is  the  only  freshman  in  tbe  BYU  delegation  to 
Oregon.

“This  is  Dan’s  last  year  with  us,”  said  Sano.  “I  hope 
he  has  much  success  in  the  finals.” 

Cougar  Perry  Johnson  has  a  good  chance  for  one  of 
the  top  three  positions  in  floor  exercise.  “He  is  rated 
fourth  in  the  nation,  but  the  men  ahead  of  him  are 
all  within  .25  points  of  each  other,”  said  Sano. 

The  fifth  gymnast  representing  BYU  in  Eugene  is 
vaulter  Bernhard  Hoeger.  Hoeger  was  second  in  the 
WAC  finals,  and  Sano  said  he  feels  that  Hoeger  also 
has  a  chance  for  one  of  the  top  three  places. 

Sano  said  he  is  disappointed  that  he  could  not 
take  the  entire  team  to  the  finals,  especially  since 
some  teams  who  will  be  competing  at  the  NCAA 
meet  had  lower  team  conference  scores  than  did  the 
Cougars.

Harmon  Killebrew,  who  possesses  great  self-discipline  and  courage,  has 
not  only  been  one  of  the  all  time  great  sluggers  in  baseball  history,  but  for 
over  10  years  he  was  the  team  leader  of  the  Minnesota  Twins.  In  a  career 
that  included  18  years  in  the  major  leagues,  Killebrew  hit  572  major  league 
home  runs.  He  has  had  100  game  winning  home  runs  and  is  number  five  in 
the  all  time  list  of  home  run  sluggers.  Harmon  Killebrew  was  selected  to 
play  in  13  Major  League  all  star  games  and  in  1969  was  selected  the  most 
valuable  player  in  the  American  League.  In  1970  Harmon  was  selected  as 
player  of  the  year. 

It  was  during  his  baseball  career  that  Harmon  Killebrew  was  converted 
to  the  Church. 


While  attending  BYU,  majoring  in  political  science,  Ralph  R.  Harding 
campaigned  on  weekends  and  was  elected  to  the  Idaho  State  Legislature. 
In  1960  he  was  elected  to  the  Congress  from  Idaho  Second  Congressional 
District  and  served  with  distinction  as  a  member  of  the  House  Committee 
on  Agriculture  in  both  the  87th  and  88th  Congresses.  In  1964  he  was  one  of 
only  a  handful  of  Congressmen  endorsed  for  re-election  by  the  New  York 
Times  as  a  “member  of  Congress  who  not  only  had  the  national  interest  at 
heart,  but  was  making  a  significant  contribution.” 

Active  in  religious  and  civic  affairs,  Harding  is  presently  serving  as  stake 
mission  president  of  the  Boise  Idaho  Stake. 


Killebrew  and  Harding  are  presently  working  together 
associates  in  Boise,  Idaho.
